so pronounced or not. 


3. Publishing companies have been listed if they are an important part of an article or featured col- 
umn or in the “Comment and News” section. Publishers of the review items are also listed. 

4. The following signs are used: “(a)” indicates an article; “(b)” indicates a book review; “(e)” in- 
dicates an equipment review; “(m)” indicates a microform review; and “(r)” is used after personal names 


of reviewers. 


5. Some cross references have been inserted; however, in most cases, multiple listings have been pre- 


ferred to the use of syndetics.
